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Monkey Sent Into 
Space; Lost After 


1,500-Mile Flight 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP)—The U.S. Army 
fired a monkey 1,500 miles into space early Saturday 
in the nose cone of a missile. 

But six hours after the launching, the army offi- 


clally announced that the search |} 


in the South 
tiny rider had been abandoned. 

The little squirrel monkey was 
nicknamed variously Gordo and 
“little Old Reliable.” 

In Washington, Capt. Nor- 
man Lee Bart of the U.S. Navy 
Medical Corps said information 
radioed back from the mon 
key’s flight indicated gravity 
free travel does not cause ad- 
verse physical change. 

Barr called this the most 
significant finding so far in the 
monkey's rocket flight. He 
said information was received 
for nearly 15 minutes after 
launching, or for almost the full 
flight of the rocket. 

This was the first attempt by 
American scientists, as far as 
is Known, to fire a primate on 
a brief journey into space and 
bring him back alive. 

If successful, it would have 
heen the first time that any- 
thing alive was recovered from 
space. 

Scientists already know from 
the flizht of about 15 minutes 
that the monkey fared well as 
he soared some 600 miles high 
into space. 

The missile warhead hit the 
predetermined target area more 
than 1.500 miles from the launch- 
ing site. 

In his statement, Barr said: 

“The acceleration of takeoff 
praduced miid physiological 
change (in the monkey) but no 
significant physiological impair- 
ment. The respiratory rate was 
slowed and the respiratory pat 
tern assurmed slight irregular 
ties. 

“The pulse rate was increased 
slightly during the acceleration. 
During the period of the gravity 
free state, the respiratory pat- 
tern and rate were normal, 

“The heart rate was only 
slightiy accelerated and the 
electrocardiogram remained nor- 
mal throughout the entire per- 
jiod of observation. ... 

“Other physiological and en- 
vironmental data remain to be 
analyzed. Telemetry (radioed 
data) from the monkey was re- 
ceived for approximately 3800 
secomdis after liftoff. 

“Tt is estimated that 500 sec- 
onds of this time were in the 
weightless state. This far ex- 
ceeds any period of time achiev- 
ed for a primate in testing reac- 
tione under weightless condi- 
tions.” 

The army termed the launch- 
ing Saturday a continuation of 
tests of an inertial guidance sys- 
term, Warhead protection and the 
arming system. 

The test would have been a 
major rmilestone in man’s bid to 
conquer space if the monkey had 
survived the blazing re-entry of 
the rocket cone through the 
earth’s atmosphere at speeds 
reaching 10,500 miles an hour. 

The monkey, unofficially 
dubbed “Gordo” after a Mexi- 
can comic strip character, prob- 
ably had an adequate oxygen 
supply and some type of food 
inchuded in his tight space 
chamber. 

The most famous animal space 
passenger to date has been 
Laika, the dog which was hur!l- 
ed into orbit around the globe 
in Russia's Sputnik Il satellite 
Nov. 3, 1957. 

Up to now, United States has 
fired three tiny white mice some 
6,000 tmolles across the sea in air 
force Thor-Able rockets, but 
thelr nose cone space shells 
were never found, Instruments 
showed that on two of the 
flights the mice probably surviv- 
ed the fiery re-entry and «plash- 
ed Into the ocean and died later.

“Aithough not In any way 
related to the squirrel, this 
monkey gets its name from 
the similarity to the equir- 
rel and size and in color of 
its coat. It is a small, ac- 
tive tree-hunting gentile 
creature with a long, rather 
bushy squirrel-like tail and 
tufted ears. 

“Physical characteristics: 
average length of head and 
body is 10 to 15 inches. Its 
thick bushy tail ts from 14 
to-19 inches long. 

“The squirrel monkey has 
the same anatomical make- 
up as man and undergoes 
much the same emotions.”

Council—a three-man provi- 
sional supreme court—by at 


least 50 “grand electors.” 

There will be about ‘75,000 
grand electors to elect the new 
President of the republic. They 
are France's notables—deputies, 
senators, mayors and various 
county and municipal council- 
lors. 

More than 1,000 such grand 
electors have proposed De 
Gaulle’s candidacy in formal let- 
ters to Cassin.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sec- 
retary of State John Foster Dul- 
les said Friday Russia's “hos- 
tile threats tb Berlin will be 
frustrated and peace will pre- 
vail” if the allied nations stand 
firm against Red pressure and 
keep their defenses strong. 

Dulles made his statement 
after a White House conference 
with President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower. 

The secretary charged the 
Russians with “contemptuous 
disregard” of their pledges on 
Berlin, He said they “seem to 
feel at liberty to denounce at 
their pleasure any agreements 
which they have made as soon 
as they feel that these agree- 


ments no longer serve their pur- 
poses.”

Oppressors

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—The US. General Assembly 
Friday yoted a new condemna- 
tion of the Soviet Union and 
the puppet Hungarian regime 
for continued repression of the 
Hungarian people. 


The action came after a 
stormy debate in which the So- 
viet bloc countries vigorously 
opposed the resolution sponsored 
by the United States and 
other nations. 


The Russians made it clear 
they would ignore the U.N. 
move just as they ignored simi- 
lar resolntions in 1956 and 1957. 


The vote was 5410 with 15 
abstaining. The Soviet bloc and 
Yugoslavia cast the negative 
votes. The abstainers were 
mostiy neutralist Asian and 
African countries. Most of this 
group remained silent during 
the debate. Israel and Yemen 
were absent. 


The Hungarian problem, first 
brought to the U.N. during the 
Hungarien uprising in 1956, was 
one of the last big issues be- 
fore the current session of the 
Si-nation Assembly. 


In the Assembly's credentials 
committee, the United States 
succeeded in preventing accept- 
ance of the credentials of the 
Hungarian delegation. The com- 
mittee simply voted tc take no 
decision at this time. 


The action, the same as that 
taken last year, does not bar 
the Hungarians from sitting in 
U.N, bodies but it does deprive 
then of any forma: recognition. 


The vote was 6 to 1 (Soviet 
Union) with. Nepal and Tunisia 
abstaining. 


In pushing the U.S. move, 
Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge 
said: “In view of the unremit- 
ting and flagrant defiance of 
the many resolutions of the 
General Assembly, and the con- 
tinued repression in Hungary 
under Soviet coercion, the Unit- 
ed States does not consider that 
representatives of the present 
regime should be recognized as 
truly tepreseating the Hungari- 
an people.” 


Foreign Office 
Needs More Money

Constitution Draft 
Fully SCAP’s Work 


NEW YORK (Kyodo)—Dr. Kenzo Takayanagi, head of Japan’s 
Constitution Research Council, Friday said he has verified that 
the draft of the Japanese postwar constitution was drawn up by 
the American Occupation authorities acting independently of 


Washington. 


In an exclusive interview with | 


Kyodo News Service, Taka- 
yanagi said that during its visit 
to America his fact-finding com- 
mission conferred with former 
members of the Supreme Com- 
mand for the Allied Powers 
(SCAP) who wrote the draft of 
the Constitution, 

He said they also conferred 
with State Department officials 
who were in charge of policies 
toward Japan at the time. 

Takayanagi said his investiga- 
tions confirmed the belief that 
the Constitution’s Article 9—the 
war-renouncing article — was 
suggested by the then Prime 
Minister Kijuro Shidehara. 

The commission, which arriv- 
ed in New York in the middle 
of November, was scheduled to 
leave for home via San Fran- 
cisco Saturday. 

Takayanagi said his investiga- 
tion proved there is nothing to 
support the reports that leftist 
American scholars, including 
Owen Lattimore, exerted pres- 
sure in the drafting of the Con- 
stitution. 

He said the Constitution was 
drafted independently by SCAP, 
which included men having 
legal backgrounds and who were 
in charge of civil affairs of the 
Occupation, 

Takavanagi said that the first 
draft of the Constitution was 
hastily drawn up by the mili- 
tary authorities because it was 
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Nationalist China

Deputy Prime Minister Mitsujiro 
Ishii, former Education Minister 
Kenzo Matsumura and former 
Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives Shuji Masutani. 

The antimain current faction 
is dissatisfied over a statement 
Kishi made Wednesday in re- 
gard to the responsibility for 
the deadlock of the last extra- 
ordinary Diet. 

The faction leaders termed 
Kishi's statement “vague.” 

Kishi admitted that the res- 
ponsibility for the abnormal 
Diet rested with him, as Liberal- 
Democratic Party president. 

But he wrapped the explana- 
tion in political double-talk. 

The three party leaders are 
expected to grill him on what 
he meant. 

The meeting was scheduled to 
be held this morning.

Liberal-Democrat Iyo- 
goro Kato and Socialist 
Kiyoshi Masaki. yesterday 
were elected Speaker and 
Vice Speaker of the House 
of Representatives.

The Government party had at 
first objected to Masaki because 
he was among the Sociajist 
leaders who led the stra 
against the police bill in 
extraordinary Diet which end- 
ed Dec. 7. 


But Prime Minister Nobu- 
suke Kishi and other Liberal 
Democratic leaders moved swift- 
ly yesterday to accept the So- 
cialist candidate in order to end 
the three-day-old Diet deadlock. 

Kishi persuaded his party's 
dissidents into voting for Masaki 


at a meeting yesterday after- 
noon. 


Meanwhile, tough dissidents in 
the ruling party's antimain ecur- 
rent factions, still dissatisfied 
with the party's compromise de- 
cision, boycotted the plenary 
session and the election. 


After the election, Kato and

Soviets Say U.S. Science, 
MathTeachingInadequate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —A 
group of visiting Russian educa- 
tors said Saturday that by their 
standards the United States 
would get failing marks on its 
math and science teaching and 
belittled the pace of U.S, learn- 
ing. 

But they praised the general 
interest shown by Americans in 
the school system as well as 
their desire to “provide a bet- 
ter education for a larger num- 
ber of children.” 

The Soviet educators gave 
their views at a news confer- 
ence following a one-month tour 
of U.S. schools and universities, 
Dr. Aleksei Ivanovich Markushe- 
vich, head of the nine-man dele- 
gation, did most of the talking. 

Pulling no punches, he said 
American math and science 
teaching was “inadequate.” He 
said high school students here 
apparently were given “ 
problems and exercises than 
those on the same level in the 
Soviet Union. 

Markushevich said Russian 
high school students take four 
years of math, four years of 
chemistry and five years of phy- 
sics, American students, he 
said, generally have one or two 
vears of math, one year of che- 
mistry and one year of physics. 

The Soviet educator also said 
the pace of instruction is 
“rather slow.” Markushevich 
said American classrooms some 
times reminded him of “a slow 
motion film.”

landslide, being the pick of 39 
of the 61 leading sports writers 
who participated in the poll, 


Rafer Johnson, the. world de- 
cathion record holder from 
Kingsbury, Calif., was second in 
the balloting, getting nine first 
piace votes for an even 500 
points. Elliott had 723 points ac- 
cording to the point system used. 


Australian swimmer Jon 
Konrads was third with four 
firsts and 396 points, followed 
by Brazil’s world champion 
soccer team and Roger Rivierne, 
a French cyclist. 

Johnson set a fabulous world 
decathion record of 8,302 points 
in the United States-Russia 
track meet at Moscow, July 
27-28. 

His point total reflected strong 
support from iron Curtain ex- 
perts, who considered him the 
outstanding member of the 
touring. American team. Hun- 
garian sports writers alone ac- 
counted for three of his first- 
piace votes.

VIENNA (AP)—Canadian na- 
tural uranium will probably 
fuel Japan's first muciear re- 
search reactor, 

Canada has offered natura! 
uranium Worth $100,000 to the 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency here free of charge. The 
agency had requested uranium 
tenders from member nations. 
The tenders were opened Friday 
be General Director W. Ster- 
ling Cole of the United States 
in what is considered to be the 


first’ international “auction” of 
natural uranium. 
There were three tenders 


from the U.S. Government sub 
mitting the bid of the Davison 
Chemical Co. Baltimore, Md. 
at $54.34 per kilogram. The 
Government of Belgium for the 
Societe Generale des Minerais, 
Brussels, at $34 a kilogram and 
the Government of Canada at 
no charge. 

The uranium expected to 
go to Japan, which has request- 
ed three tons for peacetime re- 
search purposes, The metal will 
be made into fuel ingots and 
used in a reactor due to go into 
operation in April 1960. 

The Canadian Government 
specified that the agency was 
expected to reseli the uranium 
at a price “bearing reasonable 
relationship to the current 
world price” and that the offer 
was made in order to “expedite 
the agency's activities.” 

Cole immediately cabled his 
thanks to Canadian Prime Min- 
ster John Diefenbaker termine 
the offer “unprecedented and 
unselfish.”

Japan Bares Keen Interest 
In Calif. Report of Bonds

Japan's Finance Ministry and 


the former Yokohama Specie 
Bank Ltd. expressed keen in- 
terest yesterday in a report 


that the State of California has 
sued for the title to an eéstimat- 
ei $15 million in Japanese 
bonds. 

A Finance Ministry spokes- 
man said “if the bonds are 
valid the ministry is obliged to 
pay whoever wins the right to 
them after they are revaluated 
including the interest.” 

However, the spokesman 
added, the ministry is waiting 
official and detailed information 
on the Japanese bonds reported 
to have been held in custody 
by the State of California for 
17 years. 

it was possible that “such 
bonds are under state custody,” 
the spokesman said, “but we 
don’t know whether all of them 
are valid.” 

A spokesman for the former 
Yokehama Specie Bank L4éAd. 
said “it is true that a number 
of such bonds were being gath- 
ered by the bank for repatria- 
tion home.” 

The specie bank, 
tion since the end of the war, 
was handling the bonds floated 
in the United States for Japan’s 
Imperial and municipal govern- 
ments and utilities corpora- 
tions. 

The bonds for the Shinyetsu 
Electric Power Co., the Taiwan 
Electric Co., the Oriental Devel- 
opment Co., and Tokyo Electric 
Co.—none of these corporations 
now exist—the Tokyo and Yoko- 
hama cities with a total par 
value of $9,621,100 have report- 
ediy accrued to about $15 mil- 
lion. They bore 5% and 6% 
per cent interests at aaa mat- 
urity in 1954 and 1955 

They were seized shortly be- 
fore World War II and later 
frozen by the U.S. Government.

Indonesia to Get

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Speed for Justice 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court Dr. Kotaro Tanaka 
has urged the judges to exert further efforts to speed up 


the trials. 


His exhortation was made in a recent meeting 


of 57 judges from the higher courts and district courts 


of this nation. 


The matter is of concern not only to those who are in 
some way connected with administration of justice but 
to the entire nation. For, as Justice Tanaka rightly pointed 
out, a long delay in meting out of justice is tantamount 


to absence of justice. 


Although Dr. Tanaka was referring to civil lawsuits 
in the main, two recent cases of criminal trial seem to illus- 


trate his statement. 


' The Tokyo Higher Court trying the Showa Denko graft 
case found last month two prominent political leaders, one 
Liberal-Democrat and one Socialist, not guilty. Their integ- 
rity was thus upheld after 10 years, but it must be noted 
that their political activities were considerably impeded in 


the meantime. 


Another trial is the widely discussed case of train 


sabotage at Matsukawa, Fukushima Prefecture, in 1949. 


In 


a case as important and compiex as this, it is quite under- 
Standable that the court requires time to study the case 
thoroughly. But still we are not quite satisfied with the slow- 
ness with wh:ch the court moves in this and other cases, 
In civil cases, Dr. Tanaka said, at least three to four 
years are required for a lawsuit to be adjudicated finally 


by the Supreme Court. 


In extreme cases, therefore, the crafty may see in the 
slow process a license to do wrong in anticipation that the 
time and money a lawsuit takes will discourage the plaintiff 
from ever undertaking it. The simpler mediation processes 
have proved very popular under the circumstances, but they 
cannot be a real substitute for the regular trial. 


It is gratifying te see the Supreme Court authorities 


actively concerned with speeding up of the trials.

strongly hope that their efforts will bear fruits in the near 


future. 


In this connection, the proposal to strengthen the first- 
instance court is certainly right in its approach. For satis-

The issue of revision of the 
Japan-U.S.: Security Treaty. was, 
presumably, the most important 
of these probiems Japan had to 
encounter in 1058, 

This, of course, concerns the 
nation’s security, the friendly 
ties between this nation and the 
United States and the desired 
solidarity of the Free World, 
Japan's future dealings with 
Red China and Soviet Russia, 
and must accordingly have a 
far-reaching influence upon the 
fate of Japan. In this.sense, the 
unexpected suspension, or slow- 
down in the pace, of the negotia- 
tions in Tokyo for some incom- 
prehensible reasons must be 
said to be a matter of profound 
regret. 

The vear 1958 seems to have 
been the most tempestuous of 
recent years. Especially in its

Job With a Bad End .

NEW YORK—The removal of 
Army Gen. Ivan Serov as chief 
of Soviet security—or the sec- 
ret police—is a reminder that 
this powerful position is one of 
the most dangerous and thank- 
less in the world. 


Most men who have held it 
have come to a bad end. 

Felix DzerzhinsKy was the 
first Soviet Security and Secret 
Police head, He took office Dec, 
20, 1917, when the “extraordin- 
ary commission,” better known 
as the Cheka, was set up six 
weeks after the Bolshevik rev- 
olution broke out, 

Dzerzhinsky died of a heart 
attack July 20, 1926, after de- 
livering a violent attack on 
enemies of Josef Stalin. 
Vyacheslav Menzhinsky held 
the security job eight years. 
The official record says that 
Menzhinsky was poisoned in 
1934 “by the Trotskyite Buk- 
harinite enemies of the people.” 
The surmise recently has been 
that Stalin himself ordered the 
murder, 

Henry Yagoda lasted from 
February 1934 to September 
1936. He was tried in the most 
famous “treason trial” of Stalin, 
convicted of poisoning Menshin- 
esky and other Russians and 
shot March 15, 1938. 

Nikolai Yezhov, Yagoda’s suc- 
cessor, was the bloodiest of the 
lot. He gave his name to the 
worst massacre of intellectuals 
the Communists carried out— 
Stalin's purge of 1937-38, known 


as the “Yezhovshchina.” He 
lasted until Dee. 8, 1938, and 
shortly after disappeared into 


his own execution chambers.

Stalin. Ignatiev is now a party 
chieftain in one of Russia’s im- 
portant oil-producing provinces 
on the Volga.

A great source of trouble in 
the Liberal-Democratic Party 
is that it has too meddiesome 
executives.

And now, some 
influential executives of the 
Government party should ab- 
ruptly put in their oar to dead- 
lock the negotiations! 


Serious Drawback 

Foreign policies should be 
something above the party in- 
terests and party politics. As 
far as the nation’s diplomatic 
activity is concerned, both the 
ruling and opposition parties 
should be one in backing it and 
carrying it through. 

How could a diplomatic suc- 
cess be expected while the poll- 
tical parties are set up in sharp 
opposition, seemingly without 
any prospects of compromise, 
dividing the nation Into two. 
How much more so when the 
ruling party itself has dissident 
elements who would at any 
time make political capital of 
the issue for their struggle for 
power within the party. 

The prerequisite for success 
in diplomatic negotiations Is, 
moreover, the support of publie 
opinion, the firm conviction ex- 
isting among the people. And 
this is even truer in the case 
of such important negotiations 
as that for revison of the Japan- 
U.S. Security Pact. 

Unfortunately, however, the 
one thing that is lacking in 
our negotiations for the securt- 
ty pact revision is such convic- 
tion of the people, such support 
given by the general public, 
and the effort on the part of 
the Government and its party 
to foster such conviction among 
the people, 

Lack of Insight 

* A serious drawback in the 
Liberai-Democratic Party seems 
to be the perfect lack of insight 
and effort to enlighten the peo- 
ple with regard to the Govern- 
ment policies and unerringly 
direct public opinion, 

This is, indeed, the chief rea- 
son why the Liberal-Democratic 
Party always finds itself beaten 
in political warfare by the So- 
cialist Party which is at least 
a step in advance of the other 
in this line, This is also respon- 
sible for the seemingly growing 
gap between the people and the 
Government. 

Even in the case of the Police 
Duties bill, the Government's 
effort was far from being suf- 
ficlent to attain this purpose. 
And the present issue of the 
security pact revision, of course, 
has a far more complicated in- 
ternational. background.

In spite of a year of econom- 
ic recession, further progress in 
the industrial and agricultural 
development of the Colombo 
Plan countries was reported at

For the coming year, Britain 
is stepping up by £2 million 
her contribution to the tech- 
nical aid part of the Colombo 
Pian.

Crisis Over Security 


By LEE SONG YUH 


SEOUL (EP)—A major polit- 
ical crisis is shaping up in 
South Korea today over a Na- 
tional Security Law revision bill 
designed to give the Rhee 
Government authority bordering 
on dictatorial powers. 

The controversial bil) already 
has split the Korean National 
Assembly (unicameral legisla- 
tive body) wide open and threat- 
ens to become one of the most 
serious political issues since Ko- 
rea's independence. 

The revised law, in essence, 
would give the law-enforcing 
organs sweeping powers that 
could muzzle the voice of the 
oppasition, 

The revision bill was introduc- 
ed by the ruling Liberal Party 
for deliberation in the Korean 
legislature Nov. 18, after going 
through several revisions since 
August, 


Main features of the revised 
law, consisting of three chapters, 
40 articles and two provisions, 
include: 


—Any private group or politi- 
cal party may be outlawed and 
subject to provisions under the 
criminal laws if it “operates 
under directives of the North 
Korean regime or its aim is to 
disturb peace and security of 
the nation.” 

—"Iliegal” propaganda is out- 
lawed, 

—Spreading of rumors 
misinterpretation of facts are 
criminal offenses, punishable 
under the Security Law which 
provides a maximum sentence 
up to five years in jail. 

—Defamation of government 
organs is subject to “severe 
punishment.” This obviously 
applies to individuals working 
in government offices. 

—An “unconsummated” crime 
{intentions to commit a crime) 


and 


may be classified as a crime 
accomplished under “certain 
circumstances.” 


-—Those found guilty of com- 


-mitting a crime or crimes under 


the National Security Law are 
automatically to be expelled 
from educational institutions or 
“public information” offices (in- 
cluding newspapers). 


~The police are to be given 
more “investigating authority.” 

Armed forces intelligence 
organs are to be given “legal 
authority to investigate (civil- 
ians).” 


President Syngman Rhee’s 
Liberal’ Party is determined to 
browbeat the opposition in the 
National Assembly into submia- 
sion before the end of the year. 
The ruling party’s main argu- 
ment is that such law js im- 
perative to cope with the 
mounting Communist infiltra- 
tion and espionage activities in 
South Korea, 


The opposition groups, on the 
other hand, claim that the re- 
vised Security Law, if passed, 
would turn the Republic of Ko- 
rea into a true police state, They 
accuse the Government of at- 
tempting to establish a one-party 
rule in order to “perpetuate the 
Rhee dynasty.” 


The Korean press, as a whole, 


is up in arms against the pro- 

law. Editorial opinion, 

with the exception of that of a 

few pro-Government papers, is 

sa in condemning the 
ill. 


The influential Hankuk Ilbo 
(Korea daily) editorialized re- 
cently that the bill “ostensibly 
is meant to fight communism 
but it actually is intended to 
destroy freedom of speech and 
deprive the citizens of human 
rights.” 

“We have already warned,” 


the paper emphasized, “on nu- 


merous occasions in the past 
against excesses committed by 
the police. Protection of human 
rights is the cardinal principle 
of democracy.” 
The opposition 
National Party, meanwhile, is 
waging a “do-or-die” uphill bat- 
tle to prevent passage of the 
controversial bill. The Demo- 
crats are supported by the Inde- 
pendents in the assembly, but 
still are short of a majority.

One of the facts in common 
between the economic develop- 
ment in free Asia and in Com- 
munist Asia is that both are 
supported by external aid. On 
the one side is Russian ald, on 
the other side ald from the 
Western countries. Soviet aid 
has received very much greater 
publicity. 

Sometimes, it is thought that 
Soviet Russia has imposed on 
itself very heavy sacrifices in 
order to help underdeveloped 
territories. When Khrushchev 
was in India he spoke of Rus 
sia sharing its last crust of 
bread with the poorer counh- 
tries. Analysis of the statistics 
shows a very different picture. 


Take, for example, the form 
in which the aid is granted. 
The largest single item of Rus- 
sian aid abroad was supposed 
to go, not to an Asian country, 
but to Yugoslavia. This was an 
iten of %00 million dollars. 
During this year the aid was 
suddenly suspended as a result 
of the political dispute between 
Yugoslavia and the Soviet 
Union, 


The aid given under the 
Colombo Plan by Western gov- 


ernments to underdeveloped 
countries is entirely without 
strings. 


The magnitude of Russian aid 
is also very much exaggerated. 
Russia has made its greatest 
effort in the Middle East. Be- 
tween 1954 and 1958 the aid 
from Russia and Communist 
Europe amounted to $895 mil- 
lion, chiefly in arms. It Is 
often supposed that this far 
outstripped Western aid. But 
American aid in the Middle 
cast, In the same period, was 
actually ahead, amounting to 
$950 million, and was chiefly 
for productive purposes. 


Russian aid to the countries 
of the Colombo Plan area is still 
extremely small. Between 1950 
and 1957 the Western powers 
supplied the region with more 
than £1,250,000,000. 


Unlike the aid given by West- 
ern countries, Soviet aid has to 
be repaid fully. China today 
is carrying the burden of refund- 
ing to Russia all that she has 
borrowed. 


Moreover Soviet grants are 
not interest free. True, they 
are Usually at spectacularly low 
rates of interest, but Russia 
makes up for this by increasing 
the price of the goods and 
equipment supplied. 


Russian aid is given In each 
instance only where commu- 
nism expects to gain a political 
advantage. The technicians she 
lends often turn out to be pro- 
pagandists and agents. 


The upshot of an inquiry into 
Russian Ad is that it is definite- 
ly not a contribution to rais- 
ing the standard of living of the 
less favored parts of the world. 
Rather, it is a pclitical instru- 
ment designed te further the 
cause of communism.
